DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is unclear what Applicant intends 
by "An illumination device confusing, in combination..." 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear what 
Applicant intends by "An illumination device confusing , in combination..." (see line 1). 

Also, the phrase "... swinging the lens abut a hinge. . ." (line 9) should be changed to 
"swinging the lens about a hinge". 

Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vest (US 
5,463,535). 
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Referring to Claims 1 and 2 Vest discloses (Figs. 3, 4) an illuminating device including a 
housing having a first elongated section [24], a second elongated section [12] extending endwise 
relative to the first section [24], an elongated lens [38] assembled to the second section [12] and 
having a hinge [40] to enable jaw-like opening bodily swinging the lens about the hinge, to gain 
access to elongated light bulb [42] carried by and within by the second elongated section. The 
lens [38] has U-shaped curvature in planes along the length and in planes normal to the elongated 
direction of the lens. 

Referring to Claim 9 Vest discloses (Fig. 3) an electrical wire [56] extending to the end of 
the housing first section furthest from the hinge support. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3*8, 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to Claim 3 the prior art of record fails to show a lighting device wherein the 
second section includes at least one L-shaped arm extending with curvature matching lens 
curvature, toward the hinge support, proximate the one end of the lens. 

Claims 4-7, 10 and 1 1 are objected as claims depended on claim 3. 

Referring to Claim 3 the prior art of record fails to show a lighting device including two 
elongated sections, an elongated lens assembled to the second section and having a hinge to 
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enable jaw-like opening bodily swinging the lens about the hinge, and hanging support hook 
carried by this device at the end of the lens. 

Referring to Claim 12 the prior art of record fails to show a lighting device including two 
elongated sections and cylindrical connection, of reduced and exposed diameter, extending 
between the two sections.
